Artillery duels 
rage in 

south Lebanon

METULLA. ^ Despite reports of a 
Syrian initiative to "freese" the 

military situation in southern 
Lebanon, fierce artillery duels still 
raged yesterday between Falesti- 
nisn terrorists and Lebaneae 
Christians and Moslems holding an 
enclave near the border with Israel. 
Reports from Beirut said that 
terrorists and Christian militias 
were locked also in battles further 
north, near the Christian stronghold 
of Marjayoim. 

Syria's chief negotiator in Beirut, 
Colonel Mohammed el-Kholy. 
yesterday claimed that, once 
fighting stopa in the south, a four- 
nation Arab committee wlU imple- 
ment a 1969 Cairo agreement resW- 
ting the presence and activity of 
terrorists. 

A Lebanese Moslem from the 
village of Adelsse near Misgav Am 
charged that the terrorists laid down 
a brutal barrage on some 200 of his 
fellow villagers who were returning 
home after hearing of a projected 
cease-fire. ViUagers had been told 
that PLO chief Yasser Arafat bad 
iq>proved the announced oeese-fire, 
he said. 

He reported that five vlUageri 
were taken to the lorael aide of the 
border "Good Sbnee" fbr medical 
treatment. 

Altogether the army oUiUe at the 
fence yesterday treated eight 
Lebanese wounded by shell 
fragments. One of these'was a 
militiaman from the nearby Tel 
Lubia poeitlon. 

The Lebanese mwtia* used tank 
fire and artillery to cover the 
evacuation of wounded and their 
transfer to the border. Most of the 
fire was directed at the terrorist 
stronghold at Beaufort castle. The 
site has been code-named by 
Lebanese southerners as "Arafat's 
evU eye" since it overlooks the entire 
enclave nei^bouring Israel. 

Meanwhile, the bead office of 
Magen David Adorn announced 
yesterday that It-wUl InstaU a radio 
station at the Good Pence to ease 
communleatton between the border 
area.

NEW YORK. — In an editorial called 
"Leaderless Israel," "The New 
York nmes" yesterday denounced

"It Is not yet clear what will happen with the premlerahip between now and 
the formation of a new 'government following the eleotions," Detanoe Mlnleter 
Shimon Peree said last ni^t. Re said that all were ewaltlng an authorised in- 
terpretation of the law governing the unprecedented situation' whloh had 
developed alnoe Prime Minister Yltataak Rabin's announcement that he wae 
stepping down ae head of the Labour Party's Kaeaset list. 

The law calle for the naming of an acting prime minister when the Prime 
Minister leaves the ooimtry or is incapable of fulling hla dutlea.

Replying to a question on the possibility of the inoluaion of Rabin in a poiai- 
ble new Labour government after the elections, Peres said that It was hot cer- 
tain whether Rabin wanted to be in the government. In any case, he added, he 
certainly ehould be included in the pa^'e Knesset list. 

Peres said that he met yeeterday monUng with Mrs. Golds Melr "not to ask 
for her support, but for her counsel u a moral authority in the party. 1 left with 
the understanding that 1 would be able to rely on her for such aMee." 


Labour's Central Committee 
meets again this afternoon to decide 
on its list of Knesset candidates, nie 
party branches have elected their 
quota In the list — 40 per cent of the 
first 90 seats. The Appointments 
Committee suspended its debates 
until Feres and AUon reached their 
agreement.

Jemsalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVTV. — A weary but self- 
assured Shimon Peres yester- 
day evening addressed a press 
coherence packed with forel^ 
correspondents who treated htin 
as Israel’s new Prime Minister, 
juii ^iiTing them that "there would 
be no snbstantial change In 
Israel’s foreign policy" under 
his leadership. 

When asked about tala identiflea- 
tlon aa a hawk, the present Defence 
Mini ster answered that he is neither 
hawk nor dove but a realist. He 
declared that the foreign policy he 
would pursue as the Labour Pa^'s 
new leader would be "a continued 
striving for meaningful negotiations 
with the neighbouring Arab states for 
the purpose of aohlevlng a true 
peace." 

He aold that he la committed to the 
party's platfom and would "faithful- 
ly attempt to execute it" before con- 
eldering any changes. This platform, 
he said, imludes a readtoeze for 
territorial coneeealons on all three 
fronts in the context of peace talks.- 
Aa to U.S., President Jimmy 
Garter's reference to a national 
home for the Palestlnlana, Peres ex- 
pressed toe opimon that Carter's 
statement had been very broad and 
not clearly defined. In any case, he 
added, Iirael has no objection to 
negotiating with Palestlnlana aa 
such. It would not, however, agree to 
talks with the PLO, he said. 

Peres said that he did not oppose 
the proposed Geneva Middle Bast 
talks, but he ho^ they would be 
prepared well so as not to raise un- 
reasonable hopes which would lead 
to dangerous disappointment. 

On the question of settlement 
policy In the West Bank. Peres said 
that he felt that only lettlements 
which had government approval 
should be permitted. He himself gave 
priority to the reinforcement of 
Jeruealem by a ring of settlements 
on all tour sides. 

Peres gave a cryptic reply to a 
question about his attitude to the 
(Foreign Minlstex; Yigal) AUon plan, 
which la a propoe^ arrangement for 
settling the West Bank, under which 
heavily populated areas would be 
returned to Jordan and sparsely pop- 
ulated areas would be annexed by 
Israel. "1 haven't changed my mind 
about it." he said. 

He was then asked about the recent 
Labour P^y commitment made to 
former Defence Minister . Moshe 
Dayan that if a coalition partner 
demanded it. new elections would be 
held before effecting any territorial 
concessions on the West Bank to Jor- 
dan, “I, too, signed toe letter that 
was sent to Dayan on this matter," 
Peres replied.

Mapam to dedde today on Alignment

TEL AVIV. Mapam seemed split 
last night as it approached Its deci- 
sion today on whether to.eontinue Its 
AUgnment with toe Labour Party «- 
de'^te more than two hours of urg- 
ing from Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres and other Labour leaders. 

Feres, now Labour premiership 
candidate 'following the resignation 
of Yitzhak Rabin,- warned Mapam 
leaders at a meeting here that a split 
could mean that the next governing 
coalition might be formed by the 
Likud rather than Isibour. 

The Mapam Gentral Committee, 
which in February said it would not 
accept Peres aa Alignment can- 
didate for Prime Minister, will hold 
a special session here today to 
decide. One of the party's two 
traditional leaders Melr Ya'arl, has 
made it plain that he opposes having 
Mapam go It alone. 

But at a Kibbutz Merhavia 
meeting last night celebrating 
Ya’arl'a 80th birthday, the other 
traditional leader — Ya'aeov Hazan 
— broke his long-time support for the 
Alignment. And he was joined by 
party 'secretary-general Melr Talml 
and Kibbutz Artzl secretary Natan 
Peled. 

Party sources at Merhavia told 
The Post that they believed Peres 
would be "too hawkish," despite.hls 
pledge to abide by the "dovish" 
Labour platform. 

Health Minister Victor Shemtov 
however had not made his position 
public Isst night, and party political 
secretary Naftall Feder was un- 
decided. 

Former Prime Minister Golda 
Melr, who attended the Merhavia 
meeting, strongly urged Mapam to 
stay in the Alignment. "I assume 
responsibility for the Alignment's 


failure to function as it should have, 
but we ore ail in the same boat and 
have nowhere to turn to," she said. 

At yesterday's Tel Aviv meeting, 
Feres, after beginning his formal' 
plea for support with a personal 
tribute to Ya'ari, said that a aplit 
might moke the Likud- the largest 
faction after the elections. 

It-was then possible that the Likud 
and the Democratic Movement for 
Change, assisted by the National 
Religious Party, might form the 
government, he said. 

The Labour movement, backed by 
the kibbutz and moshav movements, 
was “the backbone of Israel," he 
said. It would be an unpardonable, 
perhaps irreparable, loss to Israel if 
Labour were to lose the leadership, 
he declared. 

Mapam veteran Ya'aeov Hasan 
responded frankly: “We appreciate 
your abHities, but we have some mis- 
givings. A Prime Minister performs 
according to his lights, even when he 
tries to follow aa agreed line. WlU 


you establish a national unity 
government?" 

Peres' answer was unequivocal: 
“There is no intention of formlngone 
— unless the country faces the 
emergency of war. Anyhow, "Peres 
added, "It is not likely that the lik^ 
would accept any of Labour's 
premises on most major issues." 

On the practical side, Peres 
promised to associate Mapam in 
decision-making processes. He said 
he intended to ask his Labour 
colleagues to establish a small 
political committee of the Align- 
ment, with only eight or nine 
members. This body would Include 
Mapam representatives and Mrs. 
Golda Melr. 

In addition, Peres said he Intended 
to call special meetings of Alignment 
ministers before regular Cabinet 
meetings to establish a coor^ated 
policy.

U.S. tank ammunition misses point-blank targets

NEW TORK (WPNS). ~ The U.S. army hae encountered serious problems 
with some types of its lOBmra. tank ammunition, Pentagon eoureea eay. Shells 
are laid to be loo;^, hooking and missing easy targets. Other ammunition U 
rrr^ ffdfng Just after leaving the gun. nie cause of this problem, it is believed, 
may lie in the gun barrels themselves. 

Army experts, the sources say, are now working on an intensive programme 
to correct tbs overall problem, althou^ they are not sure how much of the ar- 
my's stock is dKeotsd nor have toey been able to pinpoint the 

eauM of toe dysfun^on. ...... 

gfYSrsj »KniiMai^ i4 rounds of U,8«-made 100mm. tank ammunition haa been 
shipped oveneas, much of It to Israel, and It is unknown how many of those 
rounds are Aef ective. 

According to the lourees, the prohlem first surfaced about two years ago 
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when the army began to receive reports that some lOSmm. ammunition was 
displaying "erratic fUa^ qualities." That meant rounds were missing targets 
even at point blank range by wide margins. 

The army Investigation Into the ammunition problem, sburoea say, was^ 
hampered by several olataoles. For one thiag, modem tank shells are highly 
sophisticated, with many dlfterent components, any one of which could create 
difficulties. Second, not all the shells are defective. Third, the shells are 
manufactured by various arsenals, making it difficult to pin down manufac- 
turing errors. 

Gradually, sources say, the army has narrowed down the problem to three 
types of tank shells — HEAT (high explosive anti-tank) , HEP (high explosive 
plastic) lud APDS (armour-^ercing discarding sabot, or hard-core shells.) 
These typM of shells, designed to perform apeeiflo missions, are cruolal to the 
U.S. armoured foroea' combat readiness. 

Usually, the sources said, the shells are accurate up to a range of about 2,700 
metres. But army tests after the problem surfaced discovered that shells fired 
from ammunition lots selected At random hit only about half the targets af 
ranges of about MO metres. Modem tank gunners, equipped with laser range- . 
finders, consider this range^as "shooting fish in a barrel," and usually obtain 
near-ioo per cent hits at this range. 

During the Tom Klppur War, Israeli tank gunners, using U J. HEAT rounds, 
fait Russian-made T -62 Syrian tanka at ranges of around 2,700 metres with- 
devastating results. In one action, Israel gunners wiped out a dozen Syrian 
tanks with 15 HEAT shots, all of them penetrating the turrets and killing the 
crews. 

After toe war, the U.S. shipped large amounts of ammunition to Israel to 
replace depleted stocks. It is unknown how many of those rounds might be 
defective, toit one forael military source said the Israelis have been told of the 
problem and are aiding the U.S. in its investigation.

The number of 
such trips in recent years was an 
average of 25 Joumeya a year.'* 

The total number of company 
employees in 1975 and 1976 was 26, of 
whom seven were management, 
secretariat and aervlee employees. 

The company, while lax in 
^oeedarea and account-keeping, 
and genennu towards Its employees, 
was not so successful in its business 
operations. In one country, Pituah 
ran a j<dnt venture with the local 
government — the Central African 
Republic (the name of the country 
does not appear in the Cbmptroller's 
report, but is contained in the recent- 
ly published report on government 
corporations). It lost I1A,250,000 
there. 

In another country the company 
lost $250,000 In the last three years, 
closed Its branch there but reK>pened 
it in November 1978. 

The OomptroUer pointed out that 
in a third country the company both 
buys and selto diamonds, contrary to 
its supposed aims, which are to supp- 
ly rou^ di omonds for local Indus^. 
In that country there are no records 
according to which commercial 
operations can be evaluated, but the 
coat of keeping the office there is 
$100,000 a year. 

The company alao seems to sell the 
diamonds it buys abroad without any 
fixed rules. There Is no record of 
regular buyers. There is alao no 
clear procedure for evaluating the 
diaLznottds boughtorsold. Guidelines 
with regard to selling prices are 
given 'oraUy by the company's direc- 
tor ‘‘which made it difficult to -con- 
duct any follow-up ... since die direc- 
tor la abroad for long periods.** 

On top of all this, there Is no effec- 
tive control of what the company's 
inventories are worth, at what prices 
they buy emd sell, and how transac- 
tions can be verified. ‘The' com- 
pany's buyers ... have much freedom ^ 
of action, -and they are authorised to'- 
decide <m purchase prices, quan- 
tities and claasifleatlon. ... nere la 
no way to ascertain tliat the quan- 
tities of diamonds which arrive 
represent all the transactions 
ca^ed out..." 

The company's general manager 
is Ze'ev Eshel, the chairman of its 
board of directors Is Moshe Alpan. 
Other members of the hoard are 
Shmuel Eden of the Ministry of 
Oommeree smd hidustry, B. Ldmor, 
now retired and formerly with Ae 
Mlnlstxy of Cbmmeree and Industry, 
and A. PUersdorf, who has held 
vailoua reaponsihle positions In the 
public aerWce. The Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry la responsi- 
ble for the company.

Christians 
mark Easter

Latin and Greek Orthodox 
ceremonies took place in close 
succession yesterday as Christiana 
from East and West, celebrated 
Easter on the same day. 

The Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
was filled with hundreds for the 
Roman Catholic Pontifical High 
Mass, led by the Latin Patriarch, 
Monaigbor Giacomo Beltritti. at 
10.80 a.m. 

But the throngs were greater for 
the (3reek Orthodox procession and 
mass at 12.30. Observers noted that 
virtually all of the 3,000 pilgrims 
from Cyprus and Gfreece tried to 
view the ceremonies.

WASHINGTON (UFI). — Senator 
Henry Jackson, a hardliner on Soviet 
policy, was a • major behind-the- 
scenes architect of the strategic- 
arms proposals President Carter 
sent to Moscow, congressional 
sources dlscloaed over the weekend.' 

They said the Washington 
Democrat proposed key elements of 
the package Carter eventually 
adopted — Including the call for 
sweeping reductions of nuclear 
arsenals. 

^e sources, vtiio have first-hand 
knowledge of Garter-Jackson con- 
sultations, did not claim that 
Jackson had originated this idea or 
that he forced anything on Carter in 
return for his Senate influence. 

But they said Carter began 
soliciting Jackson's advice on Salt 
(strategic arms limitation talks) 
strategy nearly two months before 
the Moscow negotiations. Jackson 
gave it verbally and In writing, and 
some of his suggestions squared ex- 
actly with what became official U.S. 
positions, they saldl 

Their disclosures confirmed Soviet 
claims that Jackson played a maj(w 
role in formulating Garter’s Salt 
package. The Russians consider 
Jackson, a defence expert, their 


arch-enemy in Congress. 

They rejected all Carter's 
proposals. 

According to sourcesi the Ar- 
dent first invited Jackson to the 
'White House on February 4 to dis- 
cuss the Salt talks that took place in 
Moscow March 

Carter took extensive notes on 
Jackson's comments and asked for a 
detailed memoremdinn of his views. 
The senator attended other weekly 
meetings at the White Hoiise. 

From various sources, It was 
learned that Jackson’s memo includ- 
ed the following suggestions later 
reflected in Carter's official Salt 
proposals: 

• Deep reductions ip missile and 
bomber ceilings tentatively agreed 
to at Vladivostok in 1974. 

• U.S. retention of the right to 
develop and deploy an air-launched 
cruise missile with a range of up to 
2.480 km, but no greater. 

• Abandoning U.^. insistence on 
linking Oruise-mlssile limitations 
rlgi^ to Identical limitations on the 
Soviet “Backfire" bomber. 

Jackson was among the first to de- 
fend Carter’s proposals after the 
Soviets rejmted them. He called the 
package “fundamentally right."

One could buy heart- or lyre- or 
bell-shaped wire net containers. 
Hiey contained moss (sphagnum) 
and were watered with a nutrient 
solution. They are still used in hotel 
roof gardens, restaurants and 
private homes. To construct a 
“hanging garden’* without expen- 
sive. imported sphagnum moss, use 
a mixture of wood shavings and peat , 
(or vermiculite) as a fiUtog sub- 
stance. 

The wire net has to be of a fine 
weave to be able to hold the 
material. Allow your “hanging gar- 
■ d6n".tbllehorizontallyfor2-8wceks, 
4mtlli the plants. or seeds, grnw 
’'BafisfactbrUy.'Use' a small ■sUCk or 
penefl'^to- make plantholes .through 
the harrow' wire net. Water the 
medium with nutrient solution 
before planting or sowing and repeat 
when the front surface of your wall 
gaiden Is covered with plants and 
seeds. , 

For the second irrigation, use or- 
dinary tap water. Planting may be 
much closer to a “hanging garden" 
than in a garden bed. In the soil, one 
plants an average of 12-16 plants per 
square metre, to my wall garden, I 
planted more than 100 (!) flower' 
plants on one single square metre 
and all of them flowered normally.

used; pansy, nasturtium, alyesum, 
petunia, begonia semperflorens, 
salida, vinca, calendula, aster, 
phlox, nemesia, portulaca, verbena, 
centaurea, escholtzia, bellia, galflar- 
dia, ageratum. dJmorpbotheca, car- 
nation heddewiggii, asparagus 
sprengeri, tradeseantia, etc. 

After the initial period of germina- 
tion and establishment, hang your 
“garden" and then plant on toe top, 
as well as on the aides. A fence- 
garden dries quickly and has to be 
watered daily (and once every two 
weeks with nutrient solution as 
described to last week's column). 
WelKtreated, a “hanging garden" 
•iw^awvlde long-flowertog roof or 
balcony ’ decoratibn. The plants 
adgBtL,them8elves quicjkly to the 
hanging position and will soon 
change toe direction of their growth. 
As they turn skywards, their stems, 
leaves and flowers will cover all of- 
the wire, forming an unforgettable, 
beautiful array of multi-coloured 
flowers and evergreen branches. 

SeU-feedtog flower pots. Florists 
in our country to the last fewy ears at 
first imported and later developed 
various plastic plant containers, 
which supply the necessary plant 
food and moisture from a bottom 
reservoir. All these designs are bas- 
ed on capillary attraction and filled 
either with artificial stone pebbles, 
made of ceramic sand Imported 
from Switzerland (“Leca"), or with 
water absorbent local pumice stone 
from the Golan Heights. 

Those containers are mostly 
planted with common house plants 
like philodendron, rubber trees 
(ficus), monstera, aspidistra, 
croton, peperomia, hoya, sclnd^sus 
(fotos), sanseveria, fatsia, 
euonymus, eordyline, dleffonbachia 
and others. Israeli florists use the 
Swiss name of this system 
“Luwasa” (from toe German for 
air, water and sand. Wasaer 

and 8and’'i. ^e upper part of 
containers, ftoed with pebbles, 
supports toe plant. It has several 
bottom holes, azid when inserted into 
the lower part of toe pot, it fits exact- 
ly, giving toe appearance of a single 
flower pot filled with soil mixture. 

The lower part is water-proof and 
half filled with nutrient solution. The 
ends of the plant roots reach tbe 
nutrient solution, getting intensive 
nourishment. Since an air space is 
indispensable, toe lower pert of the 
container must always be only half- 
full; otherwise the plant roots ■would 
rot and the plant would die for lack of 
‘ aeration. 

These containers are expensive 
and used mostly as an indoor d ecora- 
tion in banks, bpspitals, hotels, etc. 
Their advantage is to a saving of 
manpower: no watefring. weeding or 
cultivation is needed for plants 
grown .to self-feeding hydroponic 
containers. 

gardens, to Jerusalem a • 
group of young people started the 
production of “miracle gsrdens,” a 
hydroponical unit with fully 
automatic seUrfeeding, easily main- 
tained even by schoolchildren. The 
"miracle garden" is a simple 
hydroponic setup that fits an or- 
dinaxy window sill, for Indoor or out- 
door growing, for flowers, 
vegetables or kitchen herbs. It 
serves as a hobby garden for 
amateurs and is a help for religious 
people as a source of vitamins to 
’mitta*' (Sabbatical) yean. 

It consists of two plastic trays.The 
top is filled with gravel (vermiculite 
or perlite) and holds the plants, 
while the bottom acts as a reservoir 
for water and nutrient solution. A lit- 
tle pump (driven by electric power, 
like the aeration pump for 
aquariums) serves as a water and 
food supplier. This new system will 
soon appear on the Israeli market 
and will bo relatively tbe cheapest 
hydroponic garden generally 
available.

APPROACHING TCI Aviv, tbe road 
la crammed with ears all going one 
way, cries of Ma-cca-bl across car 
windows, a long double Hne moying 
slowly because the tra^ lights stay 
on such a short time each time. 
*niero're almost no cars going out of 
town. The police could have made 
streets all one-way for an hour or 
two, leading into the city's centres. 

AC Arloaoroff and Bloch, ears 
streaming towards Dizengoff, others 
toward the Kikar Hamedina where, 
when Maceabi beat the Soviet team, 
the celebration was unbelievable. 
We head that way. 

The going's slow but deafening and 
eye-filling with boms and cries and 
'.walking people waving banners and 
anything, towards the traffic lights 
at Ibn Gabirol. Everyone's bonking, 
no-one's hurrying, tbe noise is joy 
and elation. "Even todepeiidence 
Day hasn't been like this lately.” 
says someone. 


Under the Municipality the road 
runs parallel to the pool. The Kikar 
looks packed and milling, people 
dancmg in numerous knots, wavtog 
things, others pressing forward to 
the pool's edge, yes there are people 
in it. 

Now to park the car. Park 
anywhere, no cop’ll be writing 
tickets tonight. No space beside the 
zoo. Into a one-way sidestreet, all 
full. Back up, park on a comer under 
a no-parking sign, half on the 
sidewalk. Gars on the sidewalks, 
cars in no-parktog zones, ears driv- 
ing around the square honking, open 
cars, pickups with people drumming 
on the cabin roof from behind. At one 
comer an open sporte cor with 
English number plates, two long- 
haired youngsters sitting on the 
back, glasses in their hands from the 
pub on the comer. They drive off as 
if they're in England, up the left- 
hand lane, dodging approaching 
traffic. 





A man strips naked and jumps Into 
the pool, where several others, 
stripped to toe waist, are wading and 
waving, sometimes rushing to tbe 
edge to splash the cheering crowd. 

People all over the pav^ square. 
The English car’s there too, driving 
in circles among the singing walkers 
and dancers. And a pair of 
motorscooters. Tooting. In Rehov 
Frishman, heading towards 
Dizengoff, cars crawl trumpeting, 
walkers blow bugles, the sidewalks 
are so packed they walk in the 
roadway beside the cars. 


Homs of all kinds, drumming and 
cacophony. If only someone could 
reco^ it, A deep loud boss blasts 


harmony and rhythm, a semi- 
trailer's air-hora, we can see its 
cabin advancing slowly in the 
triumphant cavalcade. If you're with 
someone you’d better hold hands so 
as not to get separated. If there's a 
few of you together you can skip in 
line following the leader, weaving 
through the walkers, slnjging JSTa- 
gaviya hu sheZanu (The cup is ours) 
and other chants. 

Groups and lines pass each other, 
picking up a chant and carrying it 
on. Not everyone picks them up, 
many are shy to be seen slnglngand 
dancing in the street, but they want 
to be walking where it’s happening. 
At Dizengoff the cars aren't getting 
across the intersection, the crowd’s 
so dense. Clrcie-dances In the middle 
of the roadway. “These people have 
been waiting tor sometolng like this 
tor a long time." "A victory, eh?" 
“National pride or whatever, a 
reason for rejoicing together." “It's 
not just victory or pridel it's to do 
■with sport too." “Ma-cca-bi.' Ma- 
eea-bi!" “La le ia-la, la la la-la hey- 
hey-hey Ma-a-cca-bi." 

Strange processions outside Cafe 
Kasait. Fireworks fly high. A line led 
by a dwarf, people with various 
plqrsical deforntities, weaves in the 
direction of Dizengoff Circle chan- 
ting. ‘‘"yeahEIokim! YeshSlohim!” 
(“There is a God! TTiereisaGod!"). 
Hundreds mill around Kassit, look- 
ing in. Inside, men, women, boys, 
girls, stomping and singing, bottles 
in their hands. Two young men, one 
with long curly gingerbair and a full 


laughing freckled face, toe other 
with long straight George Harrison 
hair and beard get iip on a table after 
leading the singing ^m the floor. 
Two or three others join them. 

They're singing Hassidic chants, 
with toe word Miaccabl replacing 
holy names. The way they sing it 
doesn't sound like blasphemy, it 
sounds like another manifestation. 
Bottles of beer pass around. On the 
Iiouse? On someone? Who knows, 
vdio cares, drinking and singing and 
stamping and clapping. The guys on 
the table are good, maybe 
professionals, ecstatic but cool. A 
bottle of brandy appears, guy 
holding it will only let people drink 
from it out of his hands. 

Further down Dizengoff towards 
Gordon, a huge crowd under a 
balcony, lots of kids mounted on 
shoulders, bodies hopping up and 
down, waving arms, chanting, 
shouting. There's a spotlight on 
them, maybe there's a TV camera 
up there. . 

People meet people they never ex- 
pected to meet. “What, you’re a fan 
too? " And hear of celebrations gol^ 
on in other towns, other cities. 

Gordon is quieter. It's that kind of 
street, and maybe it's later. The din 
from Dizengoff mutes, but rises 
again towards Kikar Hamedina. The 
cafes and ice-cream parlouro are 
full, but ingenuity can always find 
chairs in the front row looking out at 
the whole square, with the 
Municipality buUdli^ as backdrop, 
three quarters of its large glass win- 


dows lit up. The press Is thick around 
the pizza counter, but people can talk 
Instead of pushing. Situa'tions which 
could jag and jangle nerves are 
soothed with smiles and the magpie 
word Maccabl. 

The procession of cars In raucous 
symphony is endless. Cars with 
public-address , systems on the roof 
cry Maccabi to the housetops. 
Couples walk embraced in the 
laughing light. At one table a man 
Strums hard on a guitar while a cir- 
cle of twenty or more sing with hlml 
Across the road in toe square an 
Arab hand-drum beats a different 
rhythm. No cigarettes to be bought 
around here, but people are 
. generous tonight. “For Maccabi," 
they say. ‘ 

- Cto the pool now people are swim- 
ming, overarm crawl, It looks like a 
race, others dive In, it looks like a 
relay race, can it be? There must be 
a dozen swimmers to the pool, some 
fully clothed: some get pushed In, 
some jump or dive in. and some have 
wetness splashed upon them. It’s 
safer up on the first-floor balcony 
looking down into tbe pool than 
beside it. 

The chants continue, now one, now 
another, mixing with the honktogs.

London theatre: still superh and cheap 


MIUJONS of foreign vldtora pour 
Into London annually with one ftin — 
to pay homage to the British theatre. 
In the summer there are hardly any 
natives to be seen In the non-air- 
conditioned West End theatres. 
Instead, there are hundreds of 
Americans, Germans and Scan- 
dinavians. as well as Israelis, the 
latter collapsing into their seats 
after a day of intensive shopping. 

No other capital city today offers 
so mucfi varied entertainment at 
such reasonable prices. Tens of- 
thousands of fans may frequent the 
huge pop concerts, but the resonant 
Bngli^ of Shakespeare still lures 
many to Stratford-on-Avon and 
numerous theatres In London and 
the provinces. Bideed, the ‘ latest 
production at the National ^eatre is 
Julius Caesar (in modem dress), 
directed by John Schlesinger. who 
took leave from to provide 

John Gielgud with a vehicle of 
tremendous power. Gielgud’s huge 
voice resound through the hall, a 
radical change alter years of low- 
key acting in Pinter's “No Man's 
Land." His performance, together 

with that of ^ Ralph Richardson, is 
an unforgettable theatrical ex- 
perience. 

*nie National Theatre (NT) has 
made much money out of the Pinter 
play, especially from its New York 
run. Indeed, the transfer of such box 
office draws to the West End has 
produced yelps of protest from 
managers of commercial theatres 
who complain of unfair competition 
from subsidized theatre. Newspaper

gossip has made much of the four 
per cent royalty that Peter Hall, 
director of the ' National Theatre, 
received when his production of “No 
Man's Land" ranatthe Wyndham. It 
emerged that the all-powerCuI 
professional union — Equity — in- 
sisted on t^ arrangement. Kali con- 
tinues to be the focus of controversy, 
with a campaign of criticism aimed 
at him by various newspapers. But 
no one gainsays his great' talents at 
theatre direction (and polities) 
which created the Royal 
Shakespeare Company (RSC). 

The National Theatre has Just 
completed its first year and its ma- 
jestic. modeziiiatic outlines have 
already become pari of the skyline 
on the River Thames, alongside the 
Royal Festival Hall complex and the> 
National Film 'Rjeatre. 

The NT contains three hails: the 
' Olivier, which is an open-stage: the 
smaller Lyttelton — with a 
proscenium arch; and the smallest 
— the Oottesloe. tor experimental 
drama. Apart from the eight bars. 
thrr«' is constant activity .in the 
toners and ten^ces (Hablmah, pieaae 

note!) — exhlbitlona of paintings 
and photographs, plus poetry 
readings, mime pertormanees and 
classical and Jasz concerts daily — 
just before the plays begin. All the 
latter are free. Unlike subaldized 
theatre in Israel, the NT charges the 
absolute minimum for most seats. 


Twenty-five per cent are priced at £l 
each, and some at half of that, which 
is why the place hums with activity 
and young people all day and every 
evening. 

Because the National Theatre has 
the best English actors and directors 
at its command the performances 
are usually superb. Albert Flmiey is 
starring in Christopher Marlowe’s 
gory pageant “Tamburlalne the 
Great" with a east of 91 — It has not 
been performed for 28 years. 
Another revival — Goldoni's com- 
edy. “II CampieUo," proved a Hop; 
not even Beryl Reid (Killing of Sister 
(Seorge, Enter taining Mr. Sloane) 
could save 

Nostalgia being today’s great 
British growth industry, Noel 
Coward's comedy “Blithe Spirit" is 
one of the NTs bright box-office 
successes. Back in IMl, it ran for 
1927 performances and it may do as 
well now. 'nils is the kind of comedy 
of manners at which the go 

excel, and it has the comic talents of 
gorgeous Marla Aitken. considered 
the equal of (Sertrude Lawrence and 
Hermione Gingold. 

But the biggest success' at the NT 
tyou can't get a ticket) is Tom Stop- 
pard's “Jumpers." After making the 
Royal Shakespeare Company sol- 
vent with his brilliant “Travesties," 
Stoppard continues to dazzle. aTTniM> 
and amaze with the st unn ingly 

hilarious pyrotechnics of 


"Jumpers." 

The pl^ operates at so many in- 
terlocked levels that audiences are 
kept on their mental toes. The nub is 
an argument over the morality of 
modern metaphysics, but it is 
embedded in many layers of enteiS- 
taining theatre. While the professor 
(brilliantly played by Michael 
Hordern) tries to dictate a lecture In 
one room, his wife is frantically try- 
ing to dispose of a corpse next door. 
As Stoppard, holds that logical 
poaitivi^ are acrobats, he has its 
practitioners dressed up in yellow 
training suits performing gym- 
nastics in the opening scene, to this 
the wife, jdayed by Julie Covington, 
is the pop star focus of a wild 
bridge party. "Jumpers” is 
simultaneously about the conflict of 
ideas, a detective story, university 
politics and a pop star — all in- 
tertwined and produced at a dizzying 
pace. 

The British theatre has not produc- 
ed many playwrights like Stoppard 
foryearsnow. Some say it Is because 
style has taken priority over content. 
This would explain the 
predominance of old plays on the 
commercial stage — the place is 
packed with revived works of 
Agatha Christie, Somerset 
Maugham and Ben Travers. 

Tbe most'interesting play on at the 
moment continues to be Simon 
(^ay's "OtherwJM Engaged" at the 


Comedy. It Is the most qulntesaen- 
tially English i970s play currently 
runi^g. Just as John Osborne's 
"Look Back in Anger" is now 
regarded as the seminal play of the 
late '90s, so “Otherwise Engaged" 
may be seen in the future as the play 
of the mid-TOs. Harold Pinter’s direc*- 
tlon brings out the element of 
j despidr, for (3ray is concerned with 
the crisis of middle-class, mlddle- 
- age marriage, afid his television 
plays on this theme were among the 
best of 1976. 

'Hie character reflects all 

those English intellectuals who 
simply do not wish to be bothered, 
while his writer pal spells out his dis- 
like of "abroad" and foreigners of all 
kinds. The words are everything. 
The play concludes with the 
Englishman's home-is-my-eastle 
privacy in ruins and the main 
character and tala pal taking refuge 
in drink. 

A suspicion that the play would not 
travel was confirmed when eeeing 
the Camerl theatre production dur- 
ing my recent visit home. The actors 
failed to grasp the mistranslated 
material, exce^ perhaps for Yossi 
&aber. Hy Ralus made "Otherwise 
Engaged" into a Yiddish play, 
something which I would have 
thought impossible. 

Space does not permit mention of 
such successful shows as Chorus 
Line, Eguus, Alan Ayckbourn's 
various plays and, lately, the lusty 
17th century comedy Oats" 

revived by the Royal Shakespeare 
Company.

The mini-computer may be con- 
nected to a large-scale central com- 
puter but can perform certain 
operations by Itself and Is suited for 
small data-proceaslng tasks for 
scientific purposes and industrial 
control systems.

"Micro-computers are even 
newer," ejqilained Mr. Schats. On a 
small metal plate — a memory card

“memory card" can store lots of in- 
formatlon.

Mini- and micro- 
computers will enter every field such 
as communicatlohs, medicine, sefen- 
tific research. “The chip," noted Mr.

The Oomputer Sciencea Depart- 
ment baa 60 students in two classea 
Hie new course resulted from con- 
sultations with five MXT. graduates 
as an effort to provide Israel with 
some of the trained tectaniciana it 
needed to handle soptaistleated tools.

(in C.C. 1486/67). 

Jh 1966 the ISrael Ehtdrie Gbrpora- 
tion purchaaed a new Chevrolet Im- 
palacar torlta then managing direc- 
tor , Ta'aeov Peled, to z^aee his 
old Impala. This pur^aae. at a time 
of reeeBalon, waa severely criticised 
in an article In “Ba'aret^" written 
by Yair Eotler, the aecond respon- 
dent. As a result of tbla article Mr.' 
Peled, with the approval of his board 
of dlrecto^a, decided to return his 
new ear. which had been driven only 
6,000 kllometrea, to the agenta, Iao 
G oldberg Ltd. latter, however,

faith." 

Section 14 of tbe Defamation Law, 
196S, provides that: “Lt a criminal or 
civil action for defamation, ii shall 
be a good defence that the matter 
published was true and tbe publica- 
tion waa In the public interest, 
provided that the publication did not 
exceed what was necessary from the 
point of view of that interest. This 
defence shallnot be denied by reason 
only that tiie trutii of an Incidental 
detail which Is not actually injurious 
has not been proved." 

Section IS lays down that: "In a 
criminal or civil action for defama- 
• tion, it shall he a good defence if the 
aceueed or defendant made the 
publleatfon In good faJtii under any 
of the following circumstances... (4) 
the publicaticn was an expression of 
opinion on the conduct of the injtired 
party In a Judicial, official or public 
capacity, in a public secvlce or in 
connection vrith a public znatter, on 
his character, past actions or 
opinions as revei^d by such con- 
duct..." 

In the appeal against the District 
Court Judgment, Mr. S. Lleblich 
appeared for the appellants and Mr. 
A. Levin and Dr. A. Goldenberg for 
the respondents. ^ 

JUDGMENT 

Justice Shamgar, who delivered 
the majarity opinion of the Supreme - 
Oonrt. noted ^ the outset that tbe 
whole pispose of defamation laws is 
to give statutory recognition to tbe 
individual's right to protection 
agalnat false accuaationa, which 
would have the effect of bringing 
blm into disrepute in the eyea of the 
public. But the problem which arises 
In this field (as weC as in the field of 
prutectlon of privacy) is that these 
rights often conflict with tbe right to 
freedom of expression. 

Jxistice Shamgar then went on to 
discuss the rival claims of these con- 
flicting rights. In the case under con- 
sideration, he noted, this discussion 
was more restricted since the alleg-

The growth of exports In Israel 
during 1976 was almost thrfe times 
that of the average growth in Euro- 
pean Common Market countries. 

Last year our exports grew by 26 
per cent over thoee of 1975. During 
that period the EEC countrleo 
registered an Increase of onl^ 9.10 
per cent,' at) official at the 
Commerce and Industry h&ilstry 
said yesterday. He attributed the 
rapid increase here to the effect of 
trade conventions, the slowdown in 
domeatle eraaumption, and the cons- 
tant change in the make-up of our 
total exports. 

While until a few years ago the 
Citrus industry accounted for a Targe 
part of our exports, the metal 
electronic industries now have' In- 
creased their ebare. The two 
branches doubled their exports, 
from $Sl5m. In 1974 to SlSSm. in 1976, 
the official said. 

The chemical industry has also' 
shown considerable growth, he add-

In so far' as the relationship 
between the freedom of ex^sslon 
and the right of public officials to 
have their good name protected is 
concerned, he continued, very 
definite principles have been laid 
down in Israeli law. For even though 
there is not yet one overall basic law 
on human rights, there are existing 
statutes' and Judicial precedents 
which define the fundamental 
human rights of the eitisen. The only 
purpose of the Human Rights KU is, 
he printed out, . to erystalllae and 
define these rights in one compila- 
tion and give them extra protection 
against the inroads of time and the 
efforts of those seeking to trespaM 
on them, by Including them in a 
basic law. But the absence of a 
Ntainftp Rights Law coat certainly 
does not mean that the fundamental 
freedoms, headed by the freedom of 
eiquresaion, are not protected tod^. 

The freedom of expreaslon, con- 
tinued Justice EOiamgar, is so impor- 
tant and essential an element of the 
democratic system, constituting, as 
it does, a sine qua non, for the ex- 
istence of most of the other 
freedoms, that It has acquired a 
supra-legal status, and the duty to 
observe It has become a guiding line 
for formulating enactments and ex- 
amining the legality of. tbe 
autiiorities' actions. 

Furthermore tbe demand to up- 
hold this freedom has a direct bear- 
ing on Judicial interpretation of 
enacted laws, since the tendency will 
be to cozutrue a law so as to give 
paramount consideration to It. 

In abort, freedom of expreaaion 
and any proviBlon of law aimed at 
curtailing It, are not deemed to be on 
an equal footing, and to tbe extent 
t^t tbe letter of tbe law permits pf 
this, freedom of expression must tie 
given preference over any restric- 
ting law and any rival freedom.

-abaoi^edn ver 2lm . cubic metres. Its 
storage capacity Is i4m. cubic 
metres and the overflow was used to 
replenish depleted underground 
water tables. 

ITie spricesman attributed the 
eatlsfactory situation to a ^d dis- 
tribution of the rainfalla and the 
adequate quantities measured in the 
northern half of the country. 

Rainfalls In the southern half 
remained below the average, but re- 
cent rainfalls reported from these 
areas have saved an estimated 100,- 
000 of field on^, which 

were "almost" written off as a total 
loss and will now yield an average 
harvest

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Good law V. bad ^tics 


PART7, ud the nation at large, owe Premier Rabin a debt 
of gratitude fw having removed Wwinif from the coming race 
for leadership when he did. But a qpeclid vote o£ thanks is due, 
even from Mr'. Rabin himself, to Attmmey-General Barak for 
having taken the principled stand in law which made that 
resignation unavoidable. 

Brofessor Barak's position was as simple as it -was un- 
assailable. The law, In a demoeratle society, based on the rule of 
law, Is no respecter of persons, not even the Premier's wife. 
NoTi for that matter — if it comes to that, as it still may — ths 
Premier himself. 

Udder the law, the Attorney-General has. sole authority to 
deolde whether .criminal proceedingB bhould be taken agatnst 
oitliens found to have illegally kept accounts in foreign banks 
above a stipulated limit. Barak's decision was that Mrs. RaUn, 
edio had admitted to such an offence, should be pros ecu ted 
beesuse, in his opinion, droumstancei established in 

a numbw of iwece^nta do not apply in her case. 

This opinion was evidently not shared fay Finance Minister 
Rabinov^ts, who would have been satisfied with on ad- 
ihiiilBtrative fine. To Mr. RabinowltCs way of thinking, it 
seems, the Rabin ease was special enou^ — on the grounds that 
it involved extreme embaxraasment to the head of government 
~ to wanwxt exemption fnnn legal process. But Minister 
flinohed from a sho w do w n With foe Attorney-General, and let 
foe letter's judgment prevail. 

F'or this timidity, Mr. Rablnowlti has now been taken to task 
by his own aides ln.the Treasury. They took foe well-leaked view 
that he ihould hkve stood his ground, and thus "spared lifo. 
Rabin his ordeal." 

It is *wiariTig that these political officials should not realise 
that It was Prof. Barak who, in fact, "spared Mr. RaUa his 
ordeal." Nothing worse, surely, could have happened to the 
Premier than leading his party's race weighted down with a fine 
of ILd44,000. Indeed It la lurguable that the Labour Party, or at 
least a large section of it, would have insisted on first taking that 
albatross off its own ooUeetlve neck. 

What Barak did was, of course, nothing but exercise foe 
authority which is his by right, aoeordlng to his legal lights. If 
hla ooaolusion Is wrong, it will be duly oorreotsd by the courts. 
In tryl^ to challenge — that is, to impugn — it out of court, Mr. 
Rablnowiti's aides have only invited a boomerang.

THE SHIPOWNERS Associatioa has recently been yielding as 
much to Adam Chislk and hla Ships Officers Union as hilg^ be 
termed reasonable. The union now sees fit to immobilise once 
again part of the merchant fleet over yet a further demand — 
and an extortionate one. 

Deck-hands are paid special increments for doing certain 
listed "special" jobs beyond their routine duties. The 
shipowners persuaded them last December to surrender tUs 
privilege, in exchange for a substantial pay rise. 

They were about to sign when they were talked out of it — ac- 
cording to Aluf (Res.) Shlomo Bkrel, who heads the Shipowners 
Association — by foe Officers Union. Under the old system, foe 
officers had their regular wage made iqp to equal foe tot8d pay of 
the deck-hand with foe biggest increment. R a donkeyman spent 
days and nights mending a faulty boiler, thus earning a large in- 
crement of special pay and pv«^±me, foe minimum wage earn- 
ed by foe Junior ship's officer was brought np to the same level. 
The officers want this system retained; and tar the time being 
foe owner a have gone along with their demand. An interim con- 
tact was signed to that effect. 

What then is the argument about? The Increments are paid In 
dollars. The Officers Union has decided that if foe deck-hand 
earns more doZfora than foe officer, foe latter shall get his doZZar 
allocafom’made up, never mind about the larael-pound compo- 
nent, This means that foe officer may be getting extra pay, even 
though his total emoluments are already ahead of the decfo- 
band's. 

There Is another advantage in receiving dollars foe 
exchange-rate is calculated, for tax purposes, at the old value of 
1L4.80 to the dollar ~ less than half foe current official rate. 
This practice, embedded in past collective agreements, is itself 
against the law, now that foe tax reform has been enacted. The 
need to revoke a privilege which has become obsolete is what 
holds up the signing. of a new collective agreement. 

Meanwhile foe officers stand pat on their ultimatum, refuse to 
negotiate, and refuse to refer the dispute to arbitration, 
litoeover they have immobilised several of ti]e ships in dock, 
making It impossible for other vessels to come almgilde- and 
dlsoharge their cargoes. 

^e shipping companies have decided that they con retreat no 
further, and must stand up to the atrtke. 

The administration has one duty that cannot be evaded: nie 
idle ships must be got away from the dock epace, which they oo- 
eupy unlawfully. 

What foe Offioers Ubiba Is trying to do is win a labour dispute 
by blockading the country. The ehalleage is unmistakable. The 
question which the Government must answer this time la:

Guilt by procrastination 


•EVEN MR. RABIN’S and the 
Labour Party's worst enemies 
should not exult over foe wretched 
ooncluslon of his career, and the 
sloganeers should stop speaking of 
the affair as "teraers Watergate."

CAR DAMAGE CLAIMS 


To the Editor of The Jeruaalem ft»sf 

Sir, — 1 read with Interest Joan 
.Borsten's article, "A consumer looks 
at car Insurance” (March 81). 

Although I agree in general with 
foe major part of the article, I would 
like to point out that, in my opinion, 
foe delay-e aused In paying off claims 
for damages to motor vShlolea is, In 
many eases, a result of poor 
management. 

At least half of foe insurance com- 
pantes In Israel would honestly like 
to pay off claims for physical 
damage to vehlolea as soon as 
possible; they Just don't know bow to 
go about mana^ng tUs matter. Ri 
most cases, we find that we have to 
wait at leaat aeven daya and. 
sometimes up to three or four weeks' 
before aloes adjuster gets hie report 
out, and then the Insuranee.eompany 


may take anywhere from ae vendtys 
to six weeks In.order to prepare a. 
cheque after the Insured had agreed 
upw tiw settlement. If the Insurahce 
companies i^ileh are Interested In 
settling claims -.quickly would 
organise their claims .deportment 
properly In order to do away with the 
permanent backlog, then at leaat 
half foe claims would .be settled 
within a matter of days afterfoe car 
la repaired. 

n la absolutely amaalng to visit the 
claims department of ttie various In-, 
suraace oompanlea and notice that 
each clerk has a huge pile of files on 
Us desk, and never seems to catch 
«P*
